The resolutions called on the assem- 


bly judiciary committee conducting 
the trial to extend to the New York 
Lity Bar association on behalf of the 
public the same privileges extended 
counsel for the defendants; demanded 
of Martin W. Littleton, associate com- 
mittee counsel, information as to whe- 
ther hi* charge of treason -was bas- 
ed on evidence or was merely oratory; 
requested a full bill of particulars 
against the Socialists, and provided 
for discharge of the judiciary commit- 
tee from further consideration of the 
jjpualiflcatlons of the Socialists. 


Stanchfleld Makes Telling Points. 
Albany, Jan. 27.—Tactics adopted 


today by the prosecution at the trial 
of the five suspended Socialist assem- 
blymen charged with disloyalty served 
to substantiate the report that counsel 
for the assembly judiciary committee 
will seek to prove the defendants unfit 
to serve because they took their oaths 
of office with "mental reservations." 


"Without comment and simply by in- 


troduction of evidence in logical se- 
quence, John B. Stanchfleld, commit- 
tee counsel, drove into the record the 
following thrust of cold steel—that al- 
though the five assemblymen, by a 
tiiuse in their patty constitution, face 
expulsion if they vote appropriation* 
far military or naval purposes, they 
nevertheless have »wom to uphold the 
constitution of this state, which places 
upon the legislature the duty of pro- 


funds for maintenance of the 


militia. 


Evidence of this seeming inconsis- 


tency was sandwiched between read- 
Ing ot a radical document which as- 
serted that "Socialists seek to enter 
into the government to be nearer the 
doors of the chambers where dicta- 
tors sit and to hinder the dictatorial 
work in any way possible," and the 
manifesto adopted by the Socialists at 
their national convention in Chicago 
last year, which wa* termed by the 
prosecution a pledge of support to Le- 
nine and Trotzky to aid in organiza- 
tion of a third internationale.

He objected to the attempt 
to interpret the Chicago convention's 
manifesto as a reply to the Moscow 
document, declaring that the Socialist 
party did not endorse that declaration 
of principles and that evidence would 
show" at the time the Socialists were 
meeting "there was another conven- 
tion-in the city of Chicago of the 
Communists, between whom there was 
a clearly-marked distinction." 


Stedman Challenges Staochfield.

Democrat of Texas, who inquired the 
basis of the charges against the offi- 
cials, Mr. Johnson asserted that funds 
to provide hospital facilities had not 
been used because of the opposition 
of officials to taking over the Chicago 
speedway hospital, and that because 
ot this attitude funds for other hos- 
pitals were not being spent. 


Byrnes Defends Secretary Glass. 
Representative Byrnes, Democrat of

mentioned, or some of them, because 
congress has performed its duty in ap- 
propriating the necessary funds while 
they have not performed theirs in ex- 
pending them." 


Mr. Joh.ison said that on last De- 


cember " he saw 60 soldiers at the Fort 
Sheridan army hospital' who were not 
fed and many others who could not 
secure sufficient food. ^te added that 
his complaint of this to Secretary 
Baker resulted in an investigation 
which admitted the truth of his com- 
plaint and an attempt to remedy the 
situation. 


Mr. Johnson exhibited a photograph 


of a bathroom ten feet square in the 
Chicago marine hospital which he said 
was used for a vocational training;

Albany, Jan. 27.—A prohibition en- 


forcement bill, designed to continue 
the state department of excise as the 
enforcement bureau, 
was introduced 


in the legislature tonight by Assem- 
blyman Bert P. Gage, Republican of 
Wyoming, chairman of 
the 
excise 


committee. The measure embodies 
the views of Excise 
Commissioner 


Herbert S. Sisson 
on 
enforcement 


propositions. 


•The enforcement department woulc 


consist of a commissioner of excise 
office force, special agents and detec- 
tives, and a staff of attorneys for the 
prosecution of actions. The framers 
of the bill say there should be regu 
lation of the liquor traffic inasmuch 
as considerable latitude is allowed un 
der the federal statutes, and that a 
state enforcement department is nee 
essary because the federal governmen 
has not created and cannot create im- 
mediately a force sufficient without 
state aid to enforce the provisions of 
the Volstead act. 


Fonr Classes of Liquor Traffic. 
The bill is designed to provide for 


four, classes of liquor traffic under cer- 
tificates granted by the state commis- 
sioner of excise, as follows: liquors 
for use internally, to be sold by a 
pharmacist upon a 
physician'* pre- 


scription, or for religious purposes; 
patent medicines and extracts contain- 
ing more than one-half of one per cent 
of alcohol; manufacturing liquors for

A few senators 
professed to fee some rays of hope in 
the situation, but to most of the lead- 
ers the outlook appeared far from 
promising 


Numerous Private Conference*. 
Numerous private conferences on 


both sides followed with the leaders 
feeling out sentiment carefullj as they 
approached the final showdown that 
may come at Thursday's meeting;. In 
some quarters it was believed that in 
the interval President Wilson would 
take a hand to stiffen the resistance 
of the Democrats, but White House 
official* were silent and Senator Hitch- 
cock of Nebraska, the acting Demo- 
cratic leader of the senate, declared 
he was proceeding without knowledge j 
of the President'* views on the specific 
compromise reservations discussed in 
caucus. 


During the day a plea for immedi- 


ate ratification either with or without 
reservations was presented to Sena- 
tors Wadsworth and Calder of New 
York by a delegation from-,Xew York 
city headed by William Church Os- 
borne and representing the League to 
Enforce Peace, the League of Nations 
association, the New York Federation 
of Churches, farm organizations, the 
state Chamber of Comn.erce of New 
York, and Daughters of the American 
Revolution.

FLETCHER QUITS POST 


AS ENVOY TO MEXICO 


Realize* It Is Futile to Attempt 


to Smooth Over Difficulties 


Between Two Nations 


Washington, Jan. 27. — Henry P, 


Fletcher has resigned as United States 
ambassador to Mexico to take effect 
in the course ot the nest few weeks. 


Mr. Fletcher, his friends say. is con- 


vinced that a continuation of the ef- 
forts he has made the four years in 
which he has held this important post 
to bring the Carranza government into 
accord with the United States govern- 
ment on the many Irritating issues 
which have aiisen, involving the pro- 
tection of American lives and propertv 
rights, would be futile.

Next Meeting of League 


Council on Feb. 10 


Will Consider it 


PLANS ALREADY LAID 


Provide Organization of Com- 
mittee of Eminent JurUU to Am* 


plify Whole Question 


Washington, Jan. 27. — The second 


meeting of the council of the Leagui 
of Kationk, which in reality will b« 
the flrst actual business meeting, will 
be held in London probably Feb. 10. 
according to advices received here to- 
day. 
At this meeting the council 


plans to enter upon consideration of 
one of the most Important subjects 
with which it has been charged under 
the tieaty of peace, namely, the con- 
stitution of the permanent court of 
international justice. 


It is learned that the launching of 


the permanent court of justice has 
boon decided upon after great hesita- 
i.lon, but this was one of the features 
of the peace program in which the 
United States had taken the greatest 
interest, in fact having originated the 
project as one of the best mean* of 
preventing war's by resort to judicial 
process. 


Present Plans lo Go Ahead. 
* 


The council, it is now learned, has 


decided to go ahead with the plans 
already made by the secretariat ot the 
league for launching tbe court. While 
these plans are not understood to be • 
at all detailed, it is known that they 
contemplate the approval 
by 
the 


council of an organizing committee of 
seven or eight ot the most eminent 
jurists in the world to amplify 
the 


whole structure of the court. 


Kimu Root, former secretary of 


state of the United States, is known 
to have been selected as tbe American 
member ot the commission, but it is 
not yet certain that the council will 
feel free to offer htm the actual ap- 
pointment in advance of America's 
ratification of the tnaty. 


This subje'ct now is under negotia- 


tion with the viewpoint expressed by

STATE AUTHORITIES ALERT. 


Health Officer Making Dully Telegraph 


Reports of I'ucumoiila C<i*c«. 


There In nothing alarming about the 


recurrence of Influenza in the state at 
present If the opinion of tho state 
health department may be inferred 
from the nature of the communica- 
tions it i* lending out. It quotes Dr. 
E. S. Godfrey, who was recently sent 
to Chicago to study tlic epidemic there 
as saying that the great majority of 
cases are of a mild type and tho dur- 
ation of the disease si ort, and not 
usually followed by complications. In- 
terspersed with the mild cases, how- 
ever, are a number which do not differ 
In character from the severe cases 
which occurred so frequently during 
the epidemic of 1919. 
These, so" far 


as could be learned, were In persons 
who did not suffer from the disease 
last year, an evidence insofar as it 
goes, of the existence of Immunity 
against the virulent type of the disease 
in those who previously suffered from 
the disease. 
Except for the occur- 


rence ot the comparatively small num- 
ber of severe type of cases there is no 
reason to regard the present pre- 
valence of winter colds, which are fre- 
quently followed by pneumonia as dff- 
fcring in extent and character from 
those which annually occur at this 
season. 


A brief stiidy of the figures available 


for January of the number of pneu- 
monia deaths in New York city shows 
that for the first 23 days of January 
they are not higher than those occur- 
ring In 1917 and previous winters. 


The commissioner has requested all

o'clock Tuesday evening at hl» liotrte 
in that iila<,o. Though for gorre time 
he was known to have been suiTcring 
liom licurt trouble. hU condition had 
not be»-n nuch us to occasion any anx- 
iety. Vcstcrday he appeared to be in 
his usual health and at 4 p. m. was 
\vulklng on the porch of his residence. 
A little after t o'clock, however, his 
breathing became 
labored, and 
he 


gradually failed, and two hours later 
he died. 


Dr. Hitler was born In Sharon, this 


state, April 
23, 1831, and received 


both,his classical ano theological edu- 
cation at Hartwlck seminar} under the 
direction of the beloved Dr. George B. 
Miller. After graduation from that in- 
stitution he preached for one year at 
Fayette, this state, and for 23 yeais at 
German Valley, N. J.; resigning from 
the latter church in 1881 to accept 
the position of professor of theology 
at the seminar}', which he held until 
June last, when he retiree1 from active 
work, and became professor emeritus. 
In addition to his duties as Instructor, 
he was for many fears pastor of the 
Lutheran church a. the seminary, a 
position which he tilled until his death. 


Dr. Hiller I* survived by his wife, 


Henrietta 8. Miller, who is a daughter 
of the late Prof, and Mrs. George B. 
Miller; by four sons. Dr. James L. Hit- 
ler of New York city, llobert H. Hiller 
of Springfield, O., who I- a professor 
In Wittenberg college, Prof. George B. 
Hiller of Hartwick seminary, and J. 
Frank Hiller of Illon, also by three 
daughter*. Mr*. William Dufford of 
MIneola, Kansas. Mrs. W. M. Benton 
of Springfield, O., and Mrs. P. L. Wln- 
sor of IHoii. The late Alfred A. Hiller 
of South Side was also a son of the 
deceased. 


The deceased was the oldest living 


alumnus of Hartwick seminary, and 
ha had been a pastor of the Evangeli- 
cal Lutheran church for 63 years, 
r ring his term of service a* the sem- 
inary he had been instrumental in the 
education of about 70 ministers. 
He 


waa a man of tho flaeat Christian 
character, gentle spirited, kindly In 
word, deed and thought: and by all 
who knew him, and especially by the 
largo number who came under his in- 
struction and profited by his tutelage, 
he was greatly beloved. An excellent 
teacher, but perhaps more than the 
notable quality of his scholastic work 
was the personal Influence which he 
exerted. The death of such a man, 
even though he passes to his reward 
full of yearn and honors. Is a genuine 
loss alike to the institution and church 
which he served and the community 
In which he lived. 


The funeral will be held at 2 p. m. 


on Friday at the H-trtwIck Seminary 
church, with interment In the local 
cemetery.

DELAYED TWO DAYS BY DRIFTS. 


Odcll A. Kmlth Enlisted lu VBlwd 
State* Navjr Write* at Kiperiettew. 


OJeli A. Smith recently cnli*ted at 


the local na.vy recruiting ttatlon and 
•tarted for Syracuse to report for duty, 
arrived In that city on Tuesday night 
last, after having- *pent two daya in 
•ftorts to reach there. H* wiltea a* 
follows ot his experiences: 


"I loft Oneonta at 8:20 p. m. Mon- 


day, arriving in Sidney at 10:00 p. m. 
Left Sidney for Earlville via. O. it. W., 
arriving at Earlville at midnight. At 
Earlville they told ma there was no 
possible chance to get to Syracuta be- 
fore noon of the next day. I went over 
to the Riverside hotel, got a meal, and 
found out that a train wa* leaving at 
1:30. 
Tried to take that; It got atuck 


and I had to make my way to Castle. 
ArrHed at Castle to take an electric 
train and found that the electric line 
was also blocked. 
Sent thre* tele- 


grams to Syracuse recruiting; station 
that I was snowbound, which tele- 
grams were not received by tha Syra- 
cuse station, and then went over to a 
cafe and waited until 6:30 a. m. Being 
tired out I went to a hotel for meal* 
and lodging, where they told roe there 
would be no trains out that day. While 
1 was eating 9, crew from a spow plow 
came in for a rest They told me, that 
they were going back at 2-30 and that 
they would take me back with them 
if I would be satisfied with their 
quarters. "Went back to Earlville on 
the snow plow. Started to dig our way 
through to Syracuse. 
After passing 


way through a tunnel outside of Earl- 
ville, struck a drift of snow which 
atuck all hands, including th* snow 
plow. We then decided that we would 
get out and shovel enough of the drift 
away to let the snow plow get through. 
The crew being exhausted they let roe 
fire as far as Oran, when I, too. was 
all in and went back into the Hanger 
or car that makes the groove for the 
flanges of the car wheels, and went to 
sleep. Went as far as Manlius -where 
we were held up an hour and thirty 
minutes to plow out a milk train. Fi- 
nally picked Up two engines from No. 
2 and went in on No. 12's time. This 
outfit stopped at East Syracuse. The 
engineer backed the engine as far a* 
DeWltt where he dropped me, and I 
got an electric train for the city. Ar- 
rived at the railroad station 10:15 p. 
m, Tuesday."

father saw the field one day in the 
fall and on coming home told me and 
a hired man to go out into the woods 
and tfi gather all the acorns and chest- 
nuts we could, that he had the eight 
acre tract and that he was going to 
•beat Schuyl.' 


The nuts were accordingly collected 


and one morning Mr. Coffin, his son 
and three other men started for th« 
denuded hemlock hilltop, each armed 
with an axe. and, taking positions 
about eight feet apart proceeded to 
plant the nuts, planting them about 
three to four feet apart in rows. Be- 
fore night the nuts were exhausted, 
and the five men returned home, leav- 
ing about three acres unplanted, as 
indeed they ever after remained, being 
allowed to go up to chance-planted 
maples, birches and 
various 
scrub 


woods. 


"From the first years," said Mr. 


Coffin, "the difference was notable. 
The straight rows of chestnut and oak 
trees could be seen from a long dis- 
tance, and they prospered beyond be- 
lief, while the unplanted portion of the 
tract was merely a scrub timber lot.

was cut over for hop poles, of which 
8,000 were secured, worth at that time 
about 15 cents each; and of thia num- 
ber 6,000 were cut from the planted 
area and the remainder of 
inferior 


quality from the scrub lot. The larger 
and thriftier trees, many of them too 
large for hop pries, were left and ten 
years later stilt, a large part of them 
were cut for posts for a wire hop yard 
of twelve acres: and so large were the 
trees that from many a butt logs a 
foot in diameter were Cut for sawing 
below the pole. A short time later I 
moved from th* farm, *nd then the 
trees which remained had grown to a 
1 irge size, and were sufficient in num- 
ber to make a well-timbered forest, 
which now at least would be of great 
value." 


When it is borne in mind that the 


trees grown on thia deforested area 
were started from nuts and had no at- 
tention whatever after the planting, 
one can get som« idea of what scien- 
tific tree-planting, from rooted trees 
and of approved and valuable varieties 
would be worth In 
any 
township. 


There are hundreds and perhaps thou- 
sands of acres in the county worth 
practically nothing except for tree 
planting, which would not only prove 
immensely valuable in a score of years, 
but would within a very short period 
greatly enhance the selling price of 
the farm on which they are located. 
This account of the experience of Mr. 
Coffin should be read by every Otsego 
farmer kho has a barren wood lot: 
nnd by the officials of every township 
v hich is contemplating systematic re- 
foresting.
